SAN FRANCISCO, July 8— Au­ 
thorities at the Sharp Park immi­ 
gration detention camp near San 
Francisco said today they antici­ 
pated no* further trouble, followf- 
mg a threatened riot between Jap­ 
anese enemy aliens and Chinese 
nationals. 
The Japanese succeeded not only 
in breaking 
up 
a 
celebration 
among the Chinese, but actually 
caused the Chinese to be placed 
behind bars in the Alameda coun­ 
ty Jail. 
A platoon of heavily armed sol­ 
diers appeared at the height of the 
threatened melee, but no 
blows 
were struck and the soldiers were 
used only to transport the Chinese 
off to jail for their own protec­ 
tion. 
The trouble started when the 
cam p’s 47 Chinese, virtually 
all 
seamen awaiting deportation, put 
up a placard and the Chinese flag 
in honor of "Seven Seven Day"— 
the day Japan invaded China. 
The placard, which 
bore 
the 
legend "Seven Years of Victory," 
then was torn down by one of the 
172 Japanese in the camp. 
W hat happened then was ex­ 
plained by Irving F. Wixon, dis­ 
trict director of the U. S. immi­ 
gration service: 
"They appeared to be in a bellig­ 
erent mood, and I decided a show 
of force would be the best pre­ 
ventive measure, so I asked the 
arm y to step in. When they ap­

He urged th at the public bear 
in mind that recent Allied suc­ 
cesses 
on the battlefronts

“W hat w’e have achieved so far 
has been achieved with a fraction 
of our potential fighting strength,” 
Nelson declared. “The next step la 
to make the enemy feel the tre­ 
mendous weight of the total out­ 
put of our war production 
m a­ 
chine.” 
Nelson 
based 
his 
optimistic 
statem ents on production figures, 
which, he declared, now total al­ 
most three times the Axis output. 
He revealed th at since the out­ 
break of war U. S. and Canada 
I have produced:

guns; 6,000,000 rifles and aubma-

Nelson as­ 
serted. "And if the Nazi and Jap 
warlords 
are not completely

sane, they will recognize th at the 
voice is the voice of doom.” 
Nelson warned that the enemy 
should not take too much comfort 
from the "spasmodic strikes and 
riots” in recent days. 
"There is a tendency to exag­ 
gerate 
the implications of 
these 
disturbances,” he said, citing that 
the "great bulk” of war producers, 
both 
managers 
and 
workmen 
"have not been diverted from the 
essential tasks.”

The War Production Board has just 
made a study of certain war industries, 
What a gesture! What good will and l *ie resu^ 01 which is not going to help 
love of country it signified!

enormous. These profit figures are based 
upon invested capital. 
For instance, North American Avia­ 
tion which suffered a strike and seizure 
of its California operation by the Govern-! 
ment. made 51.06 percent profit in 1941 
after paying taxes. Before paying taxes its 
profits were 134.53 percent. North Amer­ 
ican’s 1940 profits w’ere even higher— 
57.33 percent after deducting taxes. 
Consolidated 
Aircraft, 
another 
big 
I company, made the gigantic profit of 94 
percent in 1941 after paying taxes. Boeing, 
which turns out bombers, made 25 per­ 
cent; Curtiss-Wright 41.9 percent; and 
Douglas 51 percent. All these were after 
paying taxes. Consolidated, incidentally, 
made 309 percent before paying taxes. 
Bell Aircraft, which is building a big 
bomber plant in Georgia, made 36 percent 
in 1941; Sperry Gyroscope 37.9 percent; 
Ryan Aeronautical 
38 percent. Wright 
Aeronautics, which the Truman Commit­ 
tee charged with manufacturing faulty en­ 
gines despite government inspectors’ op- 
! position, made the juicy profit of 45.7 per­ 
cent in 1941 and 250 percent before de-j 
ducting taxes. 
These lush war profits, taken together 
with Congressional adoption of the Ruml 
tax, plus Congressional veto of the $25,- 
000 salary ceiling, plus current talk of a 
sales tax, is not going to help lessen the rift

Do Not Handle 
Sick, Stray Dogs 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M D. 


WE HEAR from several sources 
that the stray dog situation has 
created a condition of alarm in 
some communities. If the stray

as it is ia my own locality, I don’t 
wonder that it might Ll the cause 
of concern. Owners who cannot 
get meat or cannot afford meat or 
dog feed and are too kind hearted 
to do away with the dogs simply 
dump them out some place. The 
Union Depot in my home town has 
had a succession of stray dogs 
sleeping in the lobby for the past 
six months. 
A general practitioner in a 
smaller town nearby says that 
there is really an epidemic of hy­ 
steria over hydrophobia on ac­ 
count of the stray dog situation 
and suggests that a word from a 
physician or public health official 
would help to clarify the situation. 
He says that he knows of more 
than 50 people who are taking the 
Pasteur treatm ent as the result of 
having been near two pups—and 
the pups did not have hydropho­ 
bia. 
Hydrophobia Rare Disease 
Two or three things can be said 
very definitely. In the first place, 
hydrophobia is a rare disease even 
among dogs. Just because a dog 
is a stray or nervous or bad tem­ 
pered is no reason to think that 
he is carrying hydrophobia. It is 
even rarer in human beings. 
Only about 30 per-cent of dogs 
who are actually bitten by another 
mad dog develop rabies. And if 
IOO people were actually bitten by 
a rabid dog so that the virus en­ 
tered the skin, only about IO per 
cent of them would become in­ 
fected. 
In the second place, in order for 
infection to occur the skin must 
be broken and infective material 
from the dog’s saliva enter the

• CONGRESS IS seriously worried over health conditione in Wash­ 
ington. The house oI representatives* committee on the District of 
Columbia's affairs has a health sub-committee which issued a report 
on the subject the other day, and it threw an undoubted scare into 
the ranks of the legislators on Capitol Hill. 
The investigators declared plainly that a ’ disastrous epidemic” 
threatens from the present situation. The idea shocks the lawmakers 
on general principles and they obviously do not fancy the notion of 
being themselves In the midst of such an outbreak. 
Capitol 
Mostly their own bunch are pretty comfortably 
increase 
quartered, but the investifrutoriai committee mem­ 
bers warn them that a cityful of undiscriminating 
Amai n* 
germs, once on the rampage, may be very difficult 
to coniine exclusively to the slums. 
The town has grown, since the war started, at a rate that no 
enumerator has been able to keep accurate track of. 
To be sure, it hat spread far into what previously were its sub­ 
urbs, in Virginia, Maryland and even as fur away as Pennsylvania. 
Thla belt today, however, Is about as badly crowded as the central 
area, and transportation, In and out, has become nearly a problem 
Im possible to solve 
Th* growth not only has been enormous, but it hr s been so rapid 
that the community** population probably at least has doubled rn

It already was a sizable concentration, rather skimpily provided 
with accommodations for its inhabitants, when the latest influx 
began. Housing was at a premium Immediately. By now park benches 
are scarce. There is not restaurant room for transients. 
Living quarters for w’ould-be permanent residents are in the most 
terrific demand, though. 
Washington is being referred to of late as the “capital of the 
world." 
4 
Perhaps the average capital has some slums. But how extensive 
are the District of Columbia’s? Tile congressional investigators re­ 
port that fully one-half of Its population live under such conditions 
That half is packed into an area of only a little more than thro* 
square miles. Forty per cent of its shelters are referred to as 
“structurally deficient.” Nearly half of them are alley dwellings. 
Now, what doea “structural deficiency” m ean” 
The congressional committee explains. 
It means a house without “indoor water supplies”—for instance, 
no Indoor toilets—only little shacks outside, as in old days prior to 
the War of Secession, more than 80 years ago. It is inelegant to 
refer to, but it is illuminating as to its description 
of the life about half of our capital’s residents are 
leading up to date. 
, 
Does not that hint at the epidemic the congres­ 
sional health com..:'rte* Is afraid of, unless a speedy 
remedy Is found? 
But how is It to be found? The sewers are lacking, and wartime 
labor is lacking to dig them in hot haste. Yes, in hot haste! If Wash 
ington, at this season, is not the hottest town on earth, for an epi­ 
demic’s breeding, there la no other place north of the Equator. 
Yet rentals are not so low. 
The investigators scared up what it says is a typical case. 
A family of eight pays $82.50 per month.

In fact, do not 
handle a sick dog at all even if it is 
your own until you know what is 
the m atter with i t 
Still another piece of comfort is 
that even if infection occurs in a 
human being, prevention is pretty 
certain with the Pasteur treat­ 
ment. This treatm ent can be be­ 
gun even several days or weeks 
after the bite has occurred and 
still be perfectly effective. A full 
course of this treatm ent reduces 
the possibility of the disease de­ 
veloping in a person who has been 
bitten by a mad dog from IO per 
e*nt, as mentioned above, to less 
I than 
of I per cent. 
Local treatm ent of the wound 
is also advisable—opening it up, 
draining it and cauterizing it. 
Danger Minimized 
This is not meant to minimize 
a hazard in a foolish way. Na­ 
turally the stray dog should be 
handled by the public health au­ 
thorities and probably in th* 
present state of the dog food prob­ 
lem it is humane to do away with 
them. But with our present scien­ 
tific knowledge, the actual danger 
can reasonably be minimized. 
The proper procedure in anyone 
who is exposed to a bite of a dog 
which may be rabid is to have the 
dog sent to a veterinary, killed, 
and the brain examined under the 
microscope. This certainly deter­ 
mines whether the animal has 
hydrophobia or not. After that 
there is tim e to decide whether to 
take the Pasteur treatm ent or not.

Pickaway county’s early sweet 
corn has been so hard hit by corn 
borer infestation th at less 
than 
half a crop will be harvested in 
some parts of the county. F. K. 
Blair, county agent, said Thurs­ 
day that from all indications most 
of the sweet corn planted before 
the period of heavy rains which hit 
the district in early May is seri­ 
ously infested. 
The county agent p o rted 
out 
th at he had visited numerous fields 
in the district rn which corn borer 
larva had been observed and that 
he found damage 
heavy. 
Some 
fields m ay have to be destroyed 
in their entirety. 
Parks Tours County 
Seeking 
expert 
information 
ocncermng the borer. Mr. Blair 
called rn T. H. Parks, extension 
entomologist from Ohio State uni­ 
versity, who surveyed the Circle­ 
ville district. The report from Mr. 
Parks was received Thursday by 
the county agent, it 
confirming 
the farm official's fears that the 
borer 
infestation 
would 
oause 
great damage to the county sweet 
corn yield. 
Coming on top of a poor wheat 
crop, the corn borer infestation 
proves to be a hard blow to county 
farm ers 
Canning 
factories, too, 
are expected to suffer although to 
w hat extent will not be known for 
several weeks. 
Mr. Parks told Mr. Blair that 
corn borer and earworms are do­ 
ing much damage in corn planted 
early and beginning to put forth 
tassels. 
I^ate Corn Escaping 
"Judging from our experience 
last year,” the state expert said, 
' the later developing corn will not 
suffer much and it is only the very 
earliest sweet corn that is serious­ 
ly injured. Some infestation 
in 
sweet corn from the second gen­ 
eration of larvae m ay occur 
in 
September. Sweet corn which ma­ 
tures in late July and August will 
probably not be injured.” 
Mr. Parks said th at field corn 
th a t was planted early no doubt 


will have its yield cut somewhat 
by corn borer. 
"I am afraid the day of early 
planting is over 
for 
Pickaway 
county, just as it has been over 
for northwestern Ohio for .some 
years,” he wrote. "The corn borer 
is slow getting to Pickaway coun­ 
ty, but finally got there, and from 
now’ on the growers will have to 
pay attention to selecting the most 
resistant hybrids and adjusting the 
planting date to avoid injury from 
the insect.” 
No Need For Panic 
"There is no reason for growers 
to become panicky,” Mr. Parks 
wrote. "They will merely have to 
adjust their planting date to avoid 
certain hybrids that are known to 
be susceptible. It is quite probable 
th at had the rains not interfered 
the com borer damage in Picka­ 
way county this year would have 
been much heavier because of the 
previous practice of early plant­ 
ing. 
Mr. Blair said th a t farm ers of 
the area have overcome Hessian 
fly trouble in wheat to a large ex­ 
tent by changing their 
planting 
habits over a period of years. “The 
same thing will have to be done 
so far as corn is concerned,” the 
county agent pointed out.
